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Gimme That Old Time Religion

In late summer I get this empty 
feeling in my heart -- like something 
big that I'd expected to happen just 
never did come off. 

After the crops are laid by, the 
*maters are all canned, and the dog 
days are upon us -- I pin down my 
longings; it is for the long-ago 
“‘protracted meetings’? and the 
baptizing in the creek that always 
followed. ‘ 

In anticipation of the revivals 
back then we sewed feed sacks and 
ironed for a week. We saved up 
Sugar for pies and fattened roosters 
tokill. We kids grew anxious for the 
preachers to come - we knew 
Mama’d really pile up the table. Of 
course, sometimes the grownups ate 
all the good pieces of fried chicken 
and we little ones were left to gnaw 
the feet or the north-end-of-the- 
chicken-flying-south that Mama put 
into the dumplings. 

Transportation to church was not 
easy back then. The families came in 
old trucks and jalopies occasionally, 
but most came in farm wagons, 
along hot, dusty roads. 

Men and women usually entered 
the church and sat separately. The 
men sat in a side portion of the 
building near the preacher called the 
‘‘A-Men Corner,’’ supposedly to 
holler ‘‘A-MEN’’ occasionally and 
encourage the preacher. (I have 
often pondered, however, if it wasn’t 
just a cop-out to keep from helping 
their wives tend the babies.) 

The wives laid the babies where- 
ever they could find an inch, on 
quilts brought tochurch for that very 
purpose. They put them beiween 
the benches and in the aisles, they 
put them in the back of the church, 
handy for a quick exit. And a good 
friend of mine now gone to be with 
the Lord, Bro. Swann, said he once 
held a revival in a church where it 
was the custom to lay the babies in 
the altar area. As he preached one 
night the saints got happy and 
Started shouting near the altar. The 
preacher said he held his breath and 
prayed, ‘‘Lord, Save the Babies!’’ 
And, ‘‘by God’s Grace,’’ he 
reported, ‘‘not a single little life was 
stomped out!’’ 

But wherever the babies were, 
the little keen ‘‘hickories’’ (the 
limbs) and the teacakes in mamas’ 
purses helped to keep them quiet. 
And when they went to sleep in 
summers their mamas tried to keep 
them cool with fans from the funeral 
home or the local Yellow Front Store. 

There were a lot of distractions in 
church back then; the stifling heat in 
summer and the cold in winter. And, 
at night, the coal-oil lanterns that 
hung from the ceilings sending out 
smoke to blacken the glass chimneys 
in just one service and giving 
worshippers black lung to boot. 

Sometimes other things made 
going to church difficult back then - 
like church pews which shifted and 
grabbed large portions of your 
posterior and pinched it until it 
turned blue (and you prayed your 
yelps would blend in with the 
shouting). 

The clothing that had to be worn 
often didn’t help, either. My pastor, 
Bro, Ed., says that a double miracle 
occurred the summer day he got 
saved - the second miracle being that 
he was ever able to concentrate on 
the sermon. You see, that was in the 
days before young boys wore 
undergarments. And he was wearing 
his one pair of long dress pants - the 
heavy 100 percent wool trousers. 

The lightning bugs and ¢andle 
flies that flew in and out of the 
screenless windows were a nuisance. 
The bumblebees were a holy terror, 
But consider the story of ‘‘Ida and 
her church encounter with a red 
wasp": it is still making the local 
rounds after 50 years. 

One Sunday morning it seems the 
proud lady sat erect, looking the 


preacher dead in the eye. On her 
right side sat young daughter Sara 
Jean, and on her left, the deacon 
chairman waiting to give the Sunday 
School report. 

Feeling a slight twinge on her left 
hip Ida grimaced, but managed to 
maintain her composure. A moment 
later, when the twinge became a 
harp twitch she tried to hide her wry 
face. When the pain returned a third 
time, as a very sharp nip on her hip, 
the godly woman gave the elder a 
stern look, grabbed her daughter by 
the hand, and quickly left the sinful 
scene. 

She exited the front door as a 
loud chorus swelled from the AMEN 
section, ‘‘Right on, brother, right 
on!’’ (Once inside the little tin toilet, 
however, she discovered that it was a 
nasty red wasp ‘‘pinching’’ her hip, 
and not the good brother gone 
astray.) 

But in spite of inconveniences 
and distractions of going to and 
being in church in days gone by, the 
most important element was 
definitely present - the Lord’s Spirit 
was there. You could feel it in the 
praying and you could feel it in the 
singing of the old songs. Folks back 
then weren’t afraid they'd warp their 
personalities by singing: 

**Alas! and did my Savior bleed? 

And did my Sovereign die? 

Would He devote that sacred 
head 

For such a worm as |.”’ 

And when they really got to 
bearing down on ‘‘Amazing,Grace, 
how sweet the sound, That seed a 
wretch like me,’’ their cups started 
running over and they started 
jumping all around, shouting. 

And the Lord’s spirit started 
convicting the sinners, the young 
ones like me as well as the town’s old 
drunks. 

The first time I realized there was 
a wide gulf between me and my 
Creator that only Jesus could span 
was just after the dropping of the 
atomic bomb on Hiroshima. The 
country preacher painted such a 
picture of the coming judgement 
when the world would be destroyed 
with fire and brimstone (by the 
dropping of A-bombs, according to 
him) -- well, his picture was so vivid 
in that 120-degree tin-roofed church 
in late July that'I could feel the fires 
scorching me. Every time the 
dripping wet preacher reached for 
the glass of water on the pulpit’s 
edge to get himself a sip, I kept 
thinking how I'd be in Hell, like the 
rich man., begging for someone to 
come with a drop of water on their 
fingertips. 

As I felt the Devil’s deceptive tug 
on my elbow I knew it was time to 
confess to God and Mama my fibbing 
about milking ole Bossy and about 
Snitching Bill’s new pencil, 

When the folks started to sing, 
“Oh, why not tonight? “ 
Tomorrow’s sun may never rise, to 
bless thy long deluded eyes”’. . . and 
when the concerned Christians 
Started weeping and criss-crossing 
the aisles, encouraging us sinners to 
come to the mourners’ bench, I could 
not resist the wooing of His Spirit. It 
was there, as I prayed and others 
prayed, that Jesus came into my 
heart and changed my life - in the 
old-time way. 

Forty years have come and gone. 
The mourners’ benches in that and 
most other churches have been 
replaced by sophisticated counseling 
rooms. Churches now have the 
comforts of air conditioning, padded 
pews, and pest-controlled buildings. 
They have bought the latest in 
electronic equipment in an effort to 
improve the music. 

But, in spite of all the advance- 
ments, when late summer rolls 
around I get an empty feeling - along 
ing for that Old-Time-Religion of 
Protracted-Meeting-Days.

County Commission accepts bids totaling over 


$130,000 for improving safety on roads

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Aug. 24, at the courthouse in Elba 
and accepted bids totaling over 
$130,000 for signs and road striping 
of roads throughout the county that 
will make county roads safer for 
motorists to travel, 

County Engineer Mark Pool 
Stated at the last meeting that the 
county needed to do extensive work 
replacing road signs and striping all 
county roads across the county in an 
attempt to make the roads safer to 
travel, and at the same time bring 
the roads up to state highway 
department guidelines. 

Pool hinted to the commissioners 
that the project would be expensive, 
and at Monday's bid opening the 
commissioners obviously were 
Surprised at the total cost, but 
agreed the expense would more than 
cover a possible lawsuit and voted to 
accept the low bidder in each project. 

Low bidder on the signs was 
Traffic Signs of Jacksonville, Ala., 
with a bid of $18,266.66 on the signs 
and $4,926.20 for sign posts, for a 
total of $23,192.86. The only other 
bidder was Vulcan Signs with a total 
bid of $27,431.15, 

On the striping of approximately 
350 miles of county roads, low bidder 
was Ozark Striping with a bid of 
$108,087. The engineer explained 
that the actual mileage could vary, 
but would be very close to the 
mileage called for in the bid. The 
other bidder was Gulf Coast Traffic 
Engineers with a bid of $133,085.25, 

The engineer stated following the 
meeting that the work on the signs 
would begin as soon as the signs 
arrive, and the striping had a 
deadline to meet, which meant the 
complete traffic safety project would 
be completed within a matter of 
months. 

Mr. GS, Curenton, spokesman 
for a group seeking to have the 
Sconiersville Road paved, was at the 
Monday meeting and presented a 
pictorial display showing the con- 
dition of the dirt road. He stated that 
school buses would not travel the 
road, making children walk to the 
end of the road to be picked up, and 
declared the road was ‘‘more than 
just an inconvenience!"’ 

Curenton asked the commission 


to make a motion to pave the road; 
however, he agreed to delay the 
request until the next meeting to 
give Gov. Hunt time to answer a 
letter from Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson concerning the possibility of 
State financial assistance, 
In other action at 
meeting, the commission; 
***approved the minutes of the Aug. 
10 meeting, 
***received a check in the amount of 
$510 for the use of the Farm Center 
to house horses, 
***heard glowing reports on the new 
Farm Center building from all 
present at last weekend’s cattle 
show, 
***accepted the low bid from 
General Fastener & Supply in the 
amount of $4,329 for the purchase of 
300 motor grader blades, 
***accepted a bid from Heath: Oil 
Company for the purchase of 5,000 
gallons of diesel fuel and 3,000 
gallons of gas at a cost of $4,977 after 
discussing the fact the bid was from 
a county company, and with a 
discount applied the bid would be 
within the range of the low bidder 
(Price Oil with a bid of $4,892.10),

Grummer said initial plans call 
for the multi-specialty group, which 
includes seven physicians, to open 
the clinic soon, and it will be located 
in either Dr. Bancroft Cooper’s 
former office or one of the available 
offices across the street from the 
hospital. 

Grummer said the group, which 
will be called Medical Associates 
Clinic of Elba, will include Dr. 
Warren Banach, gynecology; Dr. 
Bancroft Cooper, general practice 
and surgery; Dr. Michael Morgan, 
general practice and surgery; Dr. 
Ben Parrish, internal medicine; Dr. 
Bruno Santa Rossa, general practice 
and surgery; Dr. Dan Sawyer, 
general surgery; and Dr. Sam 
Sawyer, general surgery. 

The administrator said residents 
who would like to see a member of 
the group will be able to make an 
appointment with the local clinic. 
Each physician, who also maintains a 
practice in a surrounding commu- 
nity, will have clinic hours in Elba at 
least one day a week and will utilize 
Elba General for any needed 
diagnostic purposes or hospitaliza- 
tion, 

Grummer said speculation that 
the multi-specialty group was going 
to open a practice in Elba has drawn 
a lot of positive comments from both 
community members and hospital 
employees. 

“The comments have been very 
positive, and everybody seems to be 
really excited about what this is 
going to mean for local residents and 
the hospital,’’ he said, 

“I think the group will be a 
tremendous asset and boost for both 
the hospital and the community, It 
will allow those residents who are 
presently traveling to other cities to 
see these physicians the added 
convenience of staying in Elba to 
receive their health care,’’ 

Grummer said presently there 
are two dedicated family practice 
physicians in Elba -- Drs. Kem Dyess 
and Henry Cochran. However, he 
added, according to national statis- 
tics from both the Graduate Medical 
Education National Advisory Council 
(GMENAC) and the magazine 
Medical Economics, the EGH service 
area, which includes Elba, New 
Brockton and Jack, can support more 
primary care physicians, GMENAC 
Statistics show there is a need for

After an absence of a couple of 
weeks, we're returning with an 
article on Mr. Dallas Crawford 
Waldrop, who is our ‘‘Very Special 
Person’’ for this week of August 27. 

We will visit and get to know Mr. 
Dallas as seen through the eyes of 
love of his daughter, Mildred Jones, 
who so kindly and _ graciously 
supplied us with the following 
information on her beloved father. 

Mildred told us that Mr. Dallas 
had not spoken a word in more thana 
month, and the last words he did 
utter were ‘I like to hear him,”’ 
referring to'Kenneth Copeland, who 
was preaching on television. 

Ah, isn’t that a pleasant thought - 
that the last thing of which one is 
cognizant is hearing a favorite 
preacher preach the Word of God? 

Mr. Dallas was born April 26, 
1902, in Clay County. He was the 
oldest of five sons born to Jace and 
Ola Mae Waldrop. Miss Ola Mae’s 
maiden name was Goss - Mr. Jace 
was a farmer, having followed Miss 
Ola Mae’s parents from Clay County 
to Elba, where they lived on Smith 
Ave, and farmed a 2-mule farm. 

The brothers of Mr. Dallas are: 

Arby Lee, deceased, who was 
living in Pensacola at his death. He 
was married tothe former Alma Mae 
Bowden, a Samson native, who still 
makes her home in Pensacola. 

Lowell, deceased, who was living 
in the Longdale/Fairfax area at the 
time of his demise. His widow, the 
former Hazel May, a native of 
Langdale, still resides there. 

Homer, who resides in Pensacola 
with his wife, the former Ollie Mae 
Bray, a Pensacola native. 

Clarence, a resident of Opp who 
is married tothe former Joyce Jones, 
an Opp native. 

Can't help but notice the unusual 
coincidence of the number of times 
the name ‘‘Mae’’ crops up in the 
brothers’ wives’ names, and in their 
mother’s name.

14. I am intrigued with coinci- 
dences, as I guess y’all can tell! 

The four siblings of Miss Lela’s 
are: 

Dennis Calhoun, deceased, 
whose widow, the former Clemmie 
Nelson, resides in Elba, 

Otis, deceased, whose widow, 
the former Ileen Grantham, still lives 
in their home at Wise Mill. 

Enos, deceased, whose full name 
was William Henry Enos Mizell, 
remained unmarried. He lived in 
Elba prior to his death in a nursing 
home near Mobile. 

Miss Mildred and I chuckled 
about her maternal grandmother 
giving the two older boys just one 
name and quadrupling Mr. Enos’ 
name! She said as far as she knew, 
the older boys did not have a middle 
name. 

The sister of Miss Lela Bell was 
Eva Lou Alma, deceased, who never 
married, and remained at home with 
her parents in the Wise Mill 
Community until her death. 

Miss Mildred said her mother 
had worked many years outside the 
home - at the shirt factory in 
Andalusia and also at the shirt 
factory in Florala. 

Miss Lela Bell passed away in 
June, 1979, after an illness of many 
years. She and Mr. Dallas shared 59 
years of a marriage, which I must say 
is an admirable, enviable and joyful 
feat! : 

Mr. Dallas and Miss Lela Bell 
had two daughters: the aforemen- 
tioned Mildred Odessa and Lillian 
Magdalen. 

Mildred resides in Avon Park 
with her husband, A.G, Jones.

Miss Mildred said she felt her 
father’s advice to everyone, if he 
were able to speak, would be ‘‘Live 
for the Lord and serve Him; go to 
church and get an education.’’ 

She said she didn’t feel he would 
desire to change his life, for 
““Daddy’s whole life was dedicated 
to God and the ministry and he was 
happy with that.’’ 

And his one wish? She recalled 
Mr. Dallas saying, ‘‘I just want to go 
on, I want to go on,’’ while in the 
hosptial in Dothan, meaning, she 
said, ‘‘Daddy always told us, ‘If I can 
last as long as Lela Bell lives, I’ll be 
happy,’ and since Mama was already 
gone on, Daddy was ready to let go 
and die.’’ 

Hope y’all have enjoyed reading 
about Mr. Dallas Waldrop as much 
as 1 enjoyed writing about him - a 
truly fine Southern, Christian 
gentleman. 

Lift up Mr. Dallas and the. other 
residents in the nursing home today 
in your prayers, and visit them 
whenever possible.

SINGING IN THE SPIRIT 

I personally feel, from what I 
have learned from the Word of God 
that singing in the Spirit has two 
dimensions: (1) singing in tongues 
under the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, and (2) extemporaneously 
composed songs as the result of the 
Spirit’s immediate inspiration. This 
is sometimes called singing ‘‘a new 
song.’’ 

The key Scripture reference to 
singing in the Spirit are these: 

“Do not get drunk on wine, 
which leads to debauchery. Instead 
by filled with the Spirit. Speak to one 
another with psalms, hymns and 
Spiritual songs’’ (Eph. 5:18, 19; 
NIV); 

‘Let the word of Christ dwell in 
you richly as you teach and admonish 
one another with all wisdom and as 
you sing psalms, hymns and spiritual 
songs with gratitude in your hearts 
to God’’ (Col. 3:16, NIV); 

“So what shall I do? I will pray 
with my spirit, but I will also pray 
with my mind; I will sing with my 
Spirit, but I will also sing with my 
mind’”’ (I Cor, 14:15, NIV). 

In Ephesians and Colossians, 
Paul urges his readers to be filled 
with the Spirit and the word of 
Christ. The result of such fullness 
will be a heart and mouth filled with 
the singing of ‘‘psalms, hymns and 
Spiritual songs.”’ 

A “psalm’’ obviously refers to 
the Hebrew psalter that was used in 
early Christian worship. Today, a 
psalm would be considered a song 
taken from the direct text of 
Scripture. A ‘thymn’’ is a musical 
poem about God in praise of and in 
tribute to His nature and character.

What is a ‘spiritual song?”’ It is 
obvious that it has nothing to do with 
the style or tempo of the music. 
Instead, a ‘‘spiritual song’’ is a song 
that arises out of one’s spirit. It is a 
cooperative work of the Spirit of God 
and a willing human spirit. It may be 
no more than a single line or 
statement that is sung (I Cor. 12:3) 
or it may be a detailed composition. 

Concerning a ‘‘spiritual song,’’ 
most Bible scholars agree to the 
following points: (1) It is the result 
of immediate inspiration of the 
Spirit; (2) It is acceptable when the 
congregation is gathered for 
worship, as the text implies; (3) It 
may or may not be in tongues, 
although there is an obvious link 
between this and Paul's reference to 
singing in the Spirit in | Cor. 14:15, 

The text in I Corinthians is a clear 
reference to singing in tongues. Paul 
gives equal emphasis to the value of 
speaking in tongues during prayer 
and worship in singing. Both of 
these, seemingly, were a part of his 
devotional experience.

QUESTION: 
What is the 


“Great Tribulation”? 


‘The word ‘‘tribulation’’ was used by Jesus and the apostles more 
than twenty times in the New Testament to refer to the sufferings and 
trials that the followers of Christ must suffer in this life. For example, 
Acts 14:22 tells that Paul and Barnabas taught that we should 
“continue in the faith, and that we must through much tribulation 
enter into the kingdom of God.’’ The words ‘‘great tribulation,’’ found 
in Matthew 24:21, describe a period of unparalleled suffering. The 
doctrine of premillennialism teaches, incorrectly, that the ‘great 
tribulation’’ applies toa particular seven year period in the future, that 
follows the rapture of the church and precedes the Lord’s second 


In Matthew 24:3, the disciples asked Jesus about the destruction of 
Jerusalem, and His second coming. Matthew 24 & 25 contain Christ’s 
description of the two events. The first part of Matthew 24, through 
verse 35, describes the destruction of Jerusalem, which occurred in 
A.D, 70, and the remainder of the passage describes the Lord’s second

The fact that this period of great tribualtion Jesus spoke of was the 
destruction of Jerusalem, and not a later period, is demonstrated by 
His instructions to His followers to watch for the signs, and “flee into 
the mountains’’ to escape, saying that they should pray that it ‘*be not 
in winter,’’ when the weather would be bad, nor that their flight be ‘‘on 
the sabbath day,’’ when the city gates would be closed. While pre- 
millennialism calls for the church to escape by the rapture, history 
shows that the first century Christians heeded the warning of Christ, 
and were able to escape the destruction of Jerusalem by fleeing to the 
hills, Every person who follows Christ will suffer tribulation, but the 
period of ‘‘great tribulation’’ has already passed.

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Tigers Looking For Third Straight Trip To State Title Contest 


Winning football is the name of 
the game at Elba High School, where 
Coach Mack Wood has led the Tigers 
to four straight trips to the state grid 
playoffs and has brought 
back-to-back second-place finishes to 
the peaceful valley on the Pea River. 
Last season the Tigers closed out the 
regular season with a rush and ran 
their winning streak to 9 straight 
games before falling in the finals of 
the Class 3A playoffs. 

The Tigers may find the road 
toward an unprecedented third 
Straight berth in the state champion- 
ship game a tad rocky with the loss of 
15 starters, including all-time Elba 
leading rusher Richard McKinnon, 
who has gone on to the collegiate 
ranks. McKinnon played both 
tailback and fullback in the Tigers’ 
I-attack and almost singlehandedly 
carried the Tigers past more than 
one opponent during the drive 
toward state titles! 

It’s likely the tigers will go as far 
Offensively as senior quarterback 
JasonJohnson (6-2, 190) can carry it. 
Johnson, who played the entire ’86 
season in the defensive secondary 
after a hand injury forced him out of 
the quarterback battle, is considered 
one of the top athletes on the Elba 
squad and showed during the spring 
the talent and poise needed to lead 
the Tigers into battle. 

Having an inexperienced signal- 
caller slowed the Tiger offense early 
in the season last year and played a 
big part in the Tigers’ slow 1-4 start 
and while Johnson has absolutely no 
varsity experience as a quarterback, 
coaches are hoping the converted 
defensive back will make the 
transition quickly and be the spark 
the Tiger offense will need. 

The Elba running game, long a 
source of pride with the likes of Don 
Horstead, Ted Horstead, Michael 
Scott and McKinnon, appears to be a 
little suspect this season with only a 
pair of backs returning. 

Tailback Robert Wilson gained 
815 yards and scored 10 touchdowns 
last season before going out for the 
year in the second round of the 
playoffs with a leg injury, an injury 
that still plagued the speedster in the 
spring and early fall, while parttime 
fullback Leon Coleman gained 361 
yards and averaged over 5 yards per 
carry during the playoffs. if the 
returning duo isn’t able to carry the 
load effectively this season, look for 
a pair of new sophomores to step in! 
Reggie Horstead, the last of the 
Horstead brothers, showed signs of 
brilliance last season with the junior 
Tigers, and fans have high hopes the 
youngster can bring the same type of 
excitement to Elba Tiger football 
that his brothers did back in the early 
"80's. 

Horstead will see action this 
season, but must grow up quickly 
against a lineup of very tough teams, 
a tall order for a 15-year-old. 

Also ready to help tote the mail is 
sophomore fullback Anthony Brooks, 
a powerful youngster with excellent 
speed and good moves. Other 
potential running backs for the 
Tigers will be Tim Caldwell (TB) and 
Bobby Bowden (FB), while the 
backup at quarterback will be Kevin
